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Recycling center opens to all county residents

The Grayling Township Board of Trustees 
agreed at their February 10 meeting to open 
the Township’s recycling center to all county 
residents. 

Township Supervisor Terry Wright said 
because Waste Management is no longer recy- 
cling at the Maple Forest Township landfill, 
he has received many requests from residents 
living outside of Grayling Township to accept 
recyclables or compost materials from any 
county resident. 

The Board agreed to sell annual recycling 
passes to the other five townships and the City 


of Grayling at the cost of $10 each, allowing 
non-township residents to take full advantage 
of the recycling program. Each municipality 
must decide if they will provide free recycling 
to their residents or sell the passes to recoup 
costs. 

Wright said that the Board felt the $10 fee 
was necessary to cover administrative, labor, 
utility and other overhead costs of the added 
recycling and, “because Grayling Township 
residents cannot be expected to subsidize 
recycling services to non-residents.” 

A letter was sent out to the Supervisors of 
Lovelis, Maple Forest, Frederic, Beaver 
Creek, and South Branch Townships, as well 


as to Grayling City Manager, Jerry Morford 
informing them of the program established by 
the Grayling Township Board. 

Beginning immediately, each municipality 
will be able to purchase calendar year passes, 
in blocks of 20, for their residents, allowing 
them unlimited recycling and composting 
privileges at the recycling center on North 
Down River Road. 

Grayling Township will not sell passes 
directly to non-residents, they must obtain 
them from their township or city office, if par- 


ticipating. The passes will not be sold at the:

Drunk snowmobilers may los 


driver's license if bill passes

Lansing ~ Snowmobile drivers 
who drink and drive would face 
stiffer punishment under a proposal 
in the Senate. 

Sen. Harry Gast (R-St. Joseph), 
wants to make the penalties for 
operating a snowmobile while 
under the influence of alcohol the 
same as for driving a car while 
drinking. 

Currently, alcohol-related snow- 
mobile violations are misdemeanor 
offenses that don’t affect an individ- 
ual’s driver’s license. The maxi- 
mum penalties are 90 days in jail, a 
$500 fine, and up to 45 days of 
community service. Violators can 
also be barred from snowmobiling 
for up to six months. 

Under Gast’s bill, drunken snow- 
mobilers could have points applied 
to their driver’s licenses or have 
their licenses suspended or revoked. 

Gast pointed to the risks associat- 
ed with operating any vehicle while 
drinking. 

Although most snowmobilers 
operate safely, the sheer number of 
people who travel to Michigan com- 
munities means that some will 
cause problems, he said. “They go 
into our small towns and get all 
liquored-up in some tavern or

Several Crawford County projects planned 


MDOT reveals 5-Year Road and Bridge Program 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) recently 
released a report of its “Five Year 
Road and Bridge Program: 1999- 
2003,” which lists numerous con- 
struction and improvement projects 
being planned in the state of 
Michigan. 

MDOT Director James R. 
PDeSana has called the program “the 
most aggressive road and bridge 
repair program” in the department’s 
history. 

“All transportation improve- 
ments included in this plan are pri- 
oritized based on need, and we’re 
concentrating on the worst roads 
and bridges first,” said DeSana. 
“Our balanced program includes a 
combination of long term fixes 
(reconstruction), intermediate fixes 


(resurfacing), an aggressive capital 
preventative maintenance program, 
and routine maintenance of the 
state highway system.” 

Several road and bridge projects 
for Crawford County are listed in 
the Five Year Program, including 
some I-75 resurfacing and work on 
area bridges. 

One of the biggest projects in the 
area, which is slated for the year 
2000, is expanding the merge lane 
on southbound I-75 from M-72 to 
Four Mile Road, creating a third 
lane for that section of the express- 
way (2.7 miles). MDOT says that 
“this project will improve safety 
and reduce delays to motorists 
entering I-75.” 

This construction project is part 
of MDOT’s desire to eliminate 


” 


“choke points,” or areas that can 
disrupt smooth traffic flow and 
cause congestion. 

The department estimates the 
cost of the project at $1.5 million. 

The North Down River Road/I- 
75 full-service interchange was 
also listed in the Five Year 
Program. The “early preliminary 
engineering” is scheduled to be 
completed in 1999. The engineer- 
ing is intended “to determine need 
for new ramps at this location.” 

According to MDOT, “this is a 
High Priority project as designated 
by (federal transportation bill) 
TEA-21.” 

Another maintenance project 
planned for I-75 is resurfacing of 
the expressway from the 
Roscommon County line to the US- 


27 junction. This project is sched- 
uled for 2002. 

Bridges listed in the Five Year 
Program include: the I-75 bridge 
over the East Branch of the 
AuSable (2000), the 1-75 bridge 
over Lewiston Grade Road (2000), 
and the I-75 bridge under County 
Road 612 (2002). 

MDOT is also planning a study 
to examine the need for improve- 
ments to M-72 West. 

“Capital preventative mainte- 
nance projects, programmed annu- 
ally, are also anticipated for a sig- 
nificant number of pavements that 
do not yet require more extensive 
repairs, to improve the condition 
and extend the life of those pave- 
ments,” according to the Five Year 
Program report.

Grayling Township residents who 
have already purchased a 1999 
compactor sticker have full recy- 
cling privileges and need not pur- 
chase a recycling sticker. 

Grayling Township residents who 
do not use the compactor, but would 
like to take advantage of the award- 
winning recycling program may 
obtain an annual recycling sticker at 
no cost from the township hall. 

Non-residents may not buy a 
compactor sticker, but may partici- 
pate in the recycling and compost 
program if their township or city 
participates. 

“We hope this program will satis- 
fy the recycling needs of all county 
residents and that all townships and 
the City of Grayling will partici- 
pate,” said Wright. “Recycling can 
vastly reduce the amount of 
reusable items going to the landfill 
and littering the landscape.” 

Recycling passes will begin to be 
honored at the center on Tuesday, 

March 2 and will be valid through-

Grayling Fire Chief Dean Goss 
and Frederic Fire Chief Dennis 
Wallace announced their depart- 
ment’s continuing commitment to 
fire prevention. 

As part of this commitment, the 
departments are organizing their 
Fire and Burn Safety Program for 
the children of Grayling and 
Frederic. 

Over 950 youngsters, ages five 
through 12, will receive educational 
fire prevention materials created 
and geared to each specific age 
level.

Various other fire safety booklets, 
posters, and brochures are made 
available to encourage the preven- 
tion of destructive fires, painful 
burns, disfiguring injuries and need- 
less death. 

Bob Koch of the National Fire 
Safety Council, Inc. (NFSC) will be 
helping local fire fighters in plan- 
ning and delivering programs to the 
school children. Koch is the Area 
Fire Safety Coordinator of the 
NFSC, a federal tax-exempt non- 


profit organization under the 
Internal Revenue Service Code of 
501C-3 and all contributions are 
tax-deductible. 

Both the Frederic Township and 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Departments are in the process of 
mailing sponsor request letters 
explaining the entire program to 
area business, industrial and profes- 
siona] leaders, asking for their 
financial support to help cover the 


cost of materials used by the depart- 
ment. 

Chiefs Goss and Wallace stress to 
prospective sponsors that this is the 
only program of this type the two 
departments will be conducting this 
year.

when we run across them it’s usual- 
ly after there has already been an 
accident.”

Local New Life director 


High school tour was not enough 


To the editor, 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Reed, in 
his February 4 article, “FIA 
Director...” missed the opportunity 
to bring the facts of a local issue to 
the readers of The Avalanche. 

His apparent inexperience and 
desire for sensationalism led him to 

misquote me and take comments 
out of context. 

The real issue at hand is that 
instead of allowing local communi- 
ties to fund programs to meet a 
local need with the Strong 
Families-Safe Children program, 
the state has taken over some of 
these contracts. And, the state con- 
tract requirements are more than 
the state agencies themselves can 
handle. 

New Life Community Service 
decided not to sign this proposed 
state contract at that time. This 
was not due to the payment rate, 
even though this is the lowest of 
any of our grants and contracts 
(even those with other state agen- 
cies). This was not due to the 
staffing issues, as we said we 
would consider meeting this point. 

The real sticking point of the 
contract is that all counseling 
clients under this contract would 
have to open a case at FIA - some- 
thing that even the local FIA said 
they could not do. 

Therefore, the loss of funding 
was not due to New Life’s refusal 
to abide by requirements, it was 
due to the state imposing require- 
ments that even the local FIA could 
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not meet. 

The point that the local FIA has 
been tremendously supportive was 
not even mentioned, although | 
told Mr. Reed this repeatedly. 

Also, while the article stated that 
New Life had “dropped” ten to 12 
clients, this is not so. 

Each of the clients was given a 
choice of continuing with us and 
paying the copayment based on a 
sliding fee, or continuing their 
treatment elsewhere. We are not in 
the practice of “dropping” clients. 
We sincerely care about each of our 
clients. 

This is reflected in our client sat- 
isfaction data from last year, where 
we received an overall average rat- 
ing of 3.7 out of 4. This translates 
into a staggering 92 percent satis- 
faction rate. Mr. Reed apparently 
overlooked this point. 

New Life continually gets calls 
from community members in need 
of services who will not go any- 
where else for counseling. 
Certainly, the community supports 
us and believes in our high quality 
services. 

We stand committed to the resi- 
dents of Crawford County, and will 
continue with our high quality care 
in the community, regardless of 
what Lansing-based State employ- 
ees or reporters say. Thank you 
Crawford County. God Bless.

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To the editor, 

I wish to commend Mr. Allman for 
taking the time to tour Grayling High 
School. However, a brief tour may 
not reveal the many problems present 
in our high school building. 

Students like me who spend seven 
to nine hours a day, five days a week 
in this building are aware of the 
needs for renovation. 

The roof on the school is badly in 
need of repair. Recently in the audi- 
torium, garbage pails were needed on 
the stage to keep the floor from get- 
ting wet. In class last week, I 
watched a student get her paper wet 
from water falling onto the desk. 

On rainy days or during a snow 
melt, buckets and trays litter the halls 
in an attempt to contain leaks. 


Evidence of leaks can be seen on 
ceiling tiles around the school. A 
person touring the school needs to be 
there after a rainfall or during a snow 
melt. 

A second problem not apparent on 
a solitary walk through the school is 
the heating and ventilating system. 
Temperatures between some classes 
may vary more than ten degrees. 

For example, the biology room is 
located next to doors leading to the 
outside which makes the room quite 
cold. Cold drafts that come into the 
room make a coat a virtual necessity. 
I often find my arms turning purple 
due to the lack of heat. 

Last week in my Spanish class, 
students had to be moved to different 
seats because cold air was coming 


Funds needed for planning 
commissioners’ expenses 


To the editor, 

I read with dismay your story con- 
cerning the County’s 1999 Salary and 
Wage schedule adopted on January 
20. 

We planning and zoning commis- 
sioners on the Crawford County 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
are operating with essentially little or 
no budgeted funds from the County 
Commissioners. There seems to be 
funding for the County 
Commissioners to aiiend oui-of- 
county meetings, conferences and 
seminars. 

Planning, for all intents and pur- 
poses, takes a back bumer in this 
county. We have asked for funds, but 
have received no funding for educa- 
tion and training or attending semi- 
nars and conferences out-of-county. 
We are citizen volunteers from vari- 
ous parts of the county faced with 
multi-million dollar development 
from out of state. Forest Dunes itself 
could easily approach the billion dol- 
lar denomination. 

We have county commissioners 
attend our monthly meetings, but the 
essential role of the planning com- 
mission is research and development 
in advising the county commission- 
ers, developing a Master Plan for the 
county and a much wider range of 
roles and responsibilities, such as 
informing the public about planning 
and developing community policies 


and procedures related to the physi- 
cal growth of the community. 

We are mandated statutory author- 
ity by the County Planning Act - 282 
PA 1945. We are a function of gov- 
ernment, handicapped by little or no 
funding by the county commission- 
ers. Some communities have decid- 
ed to conduct their own planning and 
zoning functions on the township 
level. This is also statutory mandat- 
ed by the Township Planning Act - 
168 PA 1959. 

The State of Michigan has given 
these options to us so that we may 
have something to say about the 
quality of life in our communities, 
protect the environment, balance the 
interests of all and provide for a long 
term vision of our community that 
we the citizens choose through the 
fair and consistent review of devel- 
opment proposals. 

I recently attended training for new 
Pianning and Zoning Commissioners 
conducted by the Michigan Society 
of Planning Officials. I had to pay 
for this myself plus lose an electri- 
cian's day's pay. We ask for only ade- 
quate funding that will permit us to 
conduct our statutory mandated func- 
tion of county government.

out of the radiator which is supposed 
to produce warm air. It was like an 
air conditioner in the middle of win- 
ter. Fortunately, there were empty 
seats due to student absences. Old 
ventilators also make it difficult to 
‘hear in certain classrooms. 

Although halls may Icok spacious 
and uncrowded while classes are in 
session, a person needs to experience. 
the congestion in the halls as students 
go from class to class. Attempting to 
go from one side of the school to 
another is a long, cramped experi- 
ence since one must compete with 
650 other students for space. 
However, this cannot be seen unless 
one experiences it. 

Students at Grayling High School 
have a 25-minute lunch period. Half 
of this lunchtime is taken up by wait- 
ing in the hot lunch line to receive 
food. Students in “B” lunch have 
their class time interrupted by lunch 
due to the need for three lunch peri- 
ods. The usual two lunch periods do 
not service 650 students because 
there is limited cafeteria space. 

Our cafeteria is not only a lunch- 
room during the school day, but also 
a sports facility after school. 
Wrestlers drag practice mats to and 
from storage space into the cafeteria 
each day. Anyone who has been 
around a sport team knows that there 
are distinct sweat odors involved. 
These conditions are not appropriate 
for a public eating area. 

A large gym facility is definitely 
needed to accomodate not only 
wrestlers, but also both girls’ and 
boys’ sport teams. When Grayling 
High School was built in the early 
70’s, girls’ sports were virtually non-

existent. 

The auditorium curtain which 
serves as a wall between the auditori- 
um and the cafeteria/wrestling 
area/cheerleading area is inadequate. 
The curtain no longer provides an 
effective sound barrier. Any use of 
the auditorium is difficult because of 
the activities that take place in the 
cafeteria. 

In addition, there is virtually no 
backstage space in the auditorium 
which makes it very difficult to store 
props, costumes or stage sets during 
a play or musical. Costume changes 
are always conducted in nearby 
classrooms and it is not possible to 
keep costumes in a classroom. 

During Anything Goes last 
November, myself and some other 
performers had to store our many 
costumes in a cramped music storage 
closet. Conducting a performance is 
also very difficult while travelogues 
and many other cultural events share 
the auditorium facilities because 
there is no place to store stage equip- 
ment. Additions to the auditorium 
are definitely necessary. 

To receive a true picture of the 
needs at Grayling High School, one 
must take a tour after a rainstorm, 
experience a lunch hour, witness the 
crowded conditions as students go 
from class to class, or observe 
extracurricular activities that go on 
after school. One should follow a 
student’s footsteps for a day in order 
to see how much the school needs 
repairs and to see what the conditions 
are really like at Grayling High 
School.

Your answer to these questions reveals 
your hope in life. Many people seek 
their pleasures in sin. Some people seek 
happiness in a bottle or pill. Some seek 
happiness in an affair. We live in a day 
when people reward each other and 
rejoice in sinful pride and wickedness. 
(Malachi 3:15) But sinful pleasures are 
seasonable, and the end leads eventual- 
ly to sadness, sickness, and death. 
(Heb. 11:25, Romans 6:23) 

Many sick people seck happiness in 
the simple things of life. Some peuple 
rejoice with the wife of their youth. 
(Pro. 5:18) Others treat her treacher- 
ously and break their convenant with 
her. (Mal. 2:14). Some seek happiness 
in their children. (Psalms 127:4.5). 
Others provoke their children to wrath. 
(Eph 6:4). Some seek happiness in 
their work. (Eccl. 2:24). Some seek 
happiness in the wisdom of education. 
(Pro 3:13). Some seck happiness in 
helping the poor. (Pro !4:21). These are 
normal blessings of life which should 
bring happiness to our lives.

There is a supreme form of happi- 
ness which we can share for all time 


and eternity. (Psalms 146:5) “Happy is 
he that hath the God of Jacob for his 
help. whose hope is in the LORD his 
God.” If our help, our hope, and our 
happiness is in our Lord, then we are 
eternally happy. God is the God of mar- 
riage and the home. (Gen 2:18) God is 
the one who gives us children. (Psa 
127:3). God created us to work. (Gen 
2:5). The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of true wisdom. (Psa 111:10; Pro 
1:7; 9:10; 15:33). Helping the poor is 
part of God’s plan. (Pro 14:31; 19:17;

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Automatic bill payment saves millions 


Automatic bill payment saves 
U.S. consumers an estimated $375 
million a year in postage alone. 

The Payments Authority. an 
organization that advocates the use 
of electronic payments in 
Michigan, is teaming up with 34 
companies state-wide to promote 
February as Automatic Bill 
Payment Month. 

Automatic bill payment is a ser- 
vice that allows consumers to 
authorize companies that they do 
business with to withdraw recur- 
ring payments. such as phone, gas 
and cable bills. electronically from 
their checking or savings account. 

The average U.S. household 
pays approximately 200 bills a 
year. 

With the new postage rate of 33 
cents, it will cost a household about 
$66 a year to mail bills. Add the 
cost of printing checks and the 
occasional late fee and you can 
spend $100 a year just for the priv- 
ilege of paying bills. 

“Automatic bill payment saves 
the consumer time, energy. and 
money, and they don’t have to 
worry about bills getting lost or 


checks not arriving on time,” says 
Amy Smith, president of The 
Payments Authority. 

“Use of electronic payment alter- 
natives have grown at an outstand- 
ing rate in Michigan — 24 percent 
in the last nine years, compared to 
17 percent nationwide.” 

This year marks the sixth year 
The Payments Authority has facili- 
tated a joint promotion that allows 
consumers to sign up with several 
companies by filling out one 
enroliment form. Of the 34 com- 
panies participating, only six are 
new in 1999, 

Signing up for automatic bill 
payment is easy. Simply complete 
an enrollment form, which is dis- 
tributed in monthly statements and 
at financial institutions. 

Consumers will still receive a 
statement at least ten days in 
advance, notifying them of the 
amount due and the date the pay- 
ment will be withdrawn. 

For those concerned with priva- 
cy issues, automatic bill payment is 
actually more secure than writing a 
check, says Smith. 

“As many as ten people handle a 


check from the time it is written 
until the funds are withdrawn from 
the account. The amount of infor- 
mation on a check is astonishing, 
including: consumer’s name and 
signature, address, driver’s license 
and/or Social Security number, 
telephone number, account number 
and other important bank informa- 
tion. 

“Automatic bill payment is pro- 
tected by encryption, message 
authentication codes and other 
security measures to make sure it is 
not tampered with.”

Design plans for tornado ‘safe room’ available 


Residents of tornado-prone 
areas can get information from the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) about how to 
build a “safe room” in their homes 
that can provide protection against 
deadly tornadoes. 

The 25-page illustrated FEMA 
publication, Taking Shelter from 
the Storm: Building a Safe Room 
Inside Your House, outlines the 
basics of in-house safe room shel- 
ter design, including construction 
plans, materials and construction 
cost estimates. 

The safe room project is part of 
an ongoing FEMA initiative to 
encourage people to take measures 
to protect themselves and _ their 
property before disasters occur,” 
FEMA Director James Lee Witt 
said. 

“When constructed according to 
the plans, the safe room can pro- 


vide protection against winds of 
up to 250 miles per hour and pro- 
jectiles traveling at 1000 miles an 
hour.” said Witt. 

Developed in collaboration with 
the Wind Engineering Research 
Center of Texas Tech University in 
Lubbock, Texas, Zaking Shelter 
from the Storm draws on 25 years 
of field research by the Texas Tech 
researchers. 

Their work has included studies 
of the performance of buildings 
following dozens of tornadoes 
throughout the United States and 
laboratory testing on the perfor- 
mance of building materials and 
systems when impacted by air- 
borne debris. 

The National Association of 
Homebuilders Research Center 


evaluated the designs for construc- - 


tion methods, materials and costs. 
The shelters are designed with 


saving lives as the main concern. 

“Regardless of where you build 
your safe room in your house, the 
walls and ceiling must be built so 
that they will protect you from 
missiles and falling debris and 
remain standing if your house is 
severely damaged,” Witt said. 

The safe room designs in Taking 
Shelter from the Storm specify 
building materials and combina- 
tions of building materials that 
will resist penetration of flying 
objects in extreme winds. 

Taking Shelter from the Storm: 
building a Safe Room Inside Your 
House along with the construction 
plans (FEMA Publication 320) can 
be ordered at no cost from FEMA

Health Department achieves its goal 


District Health Department #10, 
which services Crawford, 
Kalkaska, Lake, Manistee, Mason, 
Mecosta, Missaukee, Newaygo, 
Oceana, and Wexford Counties, 
announced its success with child- 
hood immunizations in 1998. 

At the Michigan Department of 
Community Health’s Regional Fall 
Immunization Conference, District 
Health Department #10 was award- 
ed a Certificate of Achievement in 
recognition of outstanding effort 
and success in reaching the goal of 
having 90% of the children 
between 19-35 months of age in 
compliance with the recommended 
immunization schedule. 

According to B. Michael Skoog, 
Acting Health Officer, the national 
goal is to have 90 percent of all 
children fully immunized by five 
years of age. Childhood immu- 
nizations are the foundation of 
communicable disease prevention 
states Skoog. 

Children are required to be 
immunized against mumps, 
measles, rubella, diphtheria, per- 
tussis, tetanus, polio, and 


Haemophilus Influenzae Type B 
Vaccine (Hib) for entrance into 
kindergarten. In the year 2000, 
Hepatitis B will be added to the list 
of required immunizations for 


kindergarten, it is presently 
required for entrance into 
preschool programs. 


Success of improving immuniza- 
tions levels for children in the 
District Health Department #10 
service area can be attnbuted to: 
(1) The increased access to immu- 
nizations at family physician 
offices by utilizing the Vaccine for 
Children Program (VFC). The 
VFC program provides free vac- 
cines to providers. (2) Physicians 
participating in a local immuniza- 
tion registry which allows 
providers to readily access immu- 
nization records. (3) Increased 
emphasis placed upon reminding 
parents when their child's immu- 
nization are due. 

The Michigan Childhood 
Immunization Registry (MCIR) is 
now functioning in the District 
Health Department #10 ten county 
service area.

JV Basketball Team wins fifth straight

With wins over Saginaw Valley 
Lutheran and Standish Sterling 
last week, the Grayling High 
School Junior Varsity Basketball 
Team extended its current winning 
streak to five games, and 
improved its season record to 15- 
3. 

On Tuesday, February 16, the 
JV Vikings won their fourth game 
in a row by beating the visiting 
Standish Sterling team by 26 
points, 69-43. 

The Vikes played well on both 
the offensive and defensive ends 
of the court. Grayling moved the 
ball well and did a good job of hit- 
ting the open player moving to the 
basket, which resulted in some 
easy scores inside. 

The Vikes opened the first quar- 
ter with 14 unanswered points to 
take an early 14-2 lead. The scor- 
ing run included three buckets 
inside by Chris Youngblood and 
consecutive three-pointers by 
Marcus Bobenmoyer and Brad 
Gorski. 

Perimeter shooting was a major 
factor in the first 16 minutes of the 
game, with Grayling hitting seven 
three-pointers in the opening half. 
Standish was 0 for 6 on three- 
point attempts in the first half and 
1 for 11 in the game. 

Grayling continued to control 
the game, and with a three-point 
shot by Mahaffy at the first quar- 
ter buzzer, led 21-10 after one 
period of play. 

GHS kept the offense coming in 
the second quarter, scoring 11 
unanswered points to open the 


period, including two three-point- . 


ers by Youngblood, another one 
by Gorski, and a nice shot inside 
by Levi Burkett. 

Grayling managed to build up a 
22 point lead by halftime, 43-21. 

The third quarter was relatively 
low-scoring, with Standish edging 
Grayling 14-12 in third period 
points. 


GHS still held a commanding 
lead, going into the final quarter 
of play with a 19 point advantage, 
55-36. 

The Standish Sterling team 
tightened up its defense in the 
fourth quarter, and played a much 
more intense game than in the pre- 
vious three periods. The Panthers 
continued to struggle from three- 
point land, however, and couldn’t 
gain any offensive momentum. 

Grayling’s defense held strong, 
allowing only seven Standish 
points in the fourth quarter, and 
GHS won the game 69-43. 

The Grayling scoring was fairly 
well distributed, with four Vikings 
reaching double figures. 

Gorski ended up with the most 
points at 16. Burkett, Youngblood 
and Bobenmoyer each scored 15. 

“We had good balance scoring,” 
said Coach Butch Hayes. “We also 
shot 12 out of 18 at the line, which 
was good. I thought our effort in 
this game was outstanding.” 

“The bad thing is we came out 
of that game pretty banged up,” 
said Hayes. Gorski and 
Youngblood both sustained 
injuries in the match. 

In another home game, the last 
of the season for the JV Vikes, the 
team beat the Chargers of 
Saginaw Valley Lutheran last 
Friday by 23 points, 60-37. 

“I thought it was a good team 
game,” said Hayes. “Our kids 
stepped up and played well under 
some adverse conditions.” 

Gorski only played a couple 
minutes due to an injury, and 
Youngblood was also on limited 
duty. 

The team seemed a little out of 
sync on the offensive end, espe- 
cially in the first half, but the 
squad controlled the game with 
strong defense. 

Grayling held Saginaw Valley 
to eight points in the first quarter, 
and gave up only six in the sec- 
ond. 

GHS led 25-14 after a low-scor-

The Grayling High School 
Varsity Volleyball Team won two 
best of three series against the vis- 
iting Standish Sterling Panthers on 
Thursday, February 18, including 
a series that counted as a North 
East Michigan Conference 
(NEMC) tournament match. 

Grayling won the first series, 
which counted as the last regular 
season contest for the varsity 
team, by a margin of two games to 
one. 

The first game started out slow 
in the scoring department, with 
both teams looking flat and losing 
offensive opportunities by serving 
into the net or out of bounds. 

GHS started to pull away later 
in the game, however. With 
Grayling up 8-6 and Brandy Ritter 
serving, the team set up Melanie 
Paxton for a couple big hits, and 
scored three points to go up 11-6. 
Grayling scored two more on sep- 
arate serving chances to take a 13- 
6 lead. 

GHS appeared to have control 
of the game, but Standish pulled 
together and scored five straight, 
closing the gap to two, 11-13. 

After a couple chances at serv- 
ing, Grayling came up empty. The 
Panthers took advantage of their 
next opportunity, scoring four 
quick ones to take the match 15- 
13. 

Down one game to none, the 
Vikings needed to win the next 
two matches to claim the series, 
which they did. 

In game two, the match was rel- 
atively close until the Grayling 
team scored six straight behind the 
service of Ritter, who scored an 
ace on game point to take the 
match 15-6. 

Grayling played well in the rub- 
ber match to win the game 15-4 
and the series 2-1. 

The second series, which was 
also a best two of three match-up, 
counted as an NEMC tournament 
game. 


GHS won that series as well, 
this time in a two games to none 
sweep. 

The first game was close right 
up until the very end. With the 
score tied at 13-13, Paxton came 
up with a spike to get Grayling the 
serve, and with Ritter providing 
the service, Grayling scored two 
points to win the match 15-13. 

With GHS in control of the 
series 1-0, the Vikings played 
another strong game, winning the 
match by a score of 15-7 and tak- 
ing the series 2-0. 

With GHS up 5-2, the Vikings 
scored five points with Carrie 
Cadeau serving to go up 10-2.
